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DECtARATiQN OF PWQR INVENTION UNDER 37 CRR S1,131 



I, Dale Starkey, hereby <»edarB as follows: 



1 . 1 am named as the inventor of the invention described and claimed In the 
above-referenced application. 

2. I am currently an employee of Henkel Corporation {into whi^ was merged 
effective January 1, 2004 Henkel Locfite Corporation, which nam© had been Loctite 
Corporation (assigneo of rectKd of the present application by way of an assignment 
document rroorded at the Assignment Branch of the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office 
at reel and frame 012239/0561) but was changed May 16. 2002], ^d at the time of 
conceiving and reducing to practice the invention described and daimad in the subject 
application was employed by Loctite Corporation. 
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3. I suixnit this Declaration in support of ttie sufciject appHcation to establish 
the conception and iBduction to practice of the invention desctitied and claimed therein 
in the United States at a date prior to November 17, 2000, Le„ the filing date of U.S. 
Patent No. 6.518.600 to Shaddock ('Shaddock-), vi^ich was cfted In an Office Action 
mailed Madi 15. 2005 in connection with the at?ove-rBfererx»d application. 

4. From tfie document attached hereto as Exhibit A and as set ftjrth betow, 
the invention was completed, le^ that is, conceived of arrcl reduced to practice, prior to 
November 17. 2000. the filing date of Shaddock. Conc^tion and reduction to practice 
of tfie invention in tiie United States prior to November 17, 2000 is shown by the 
preparation and evaluation of an epoxy composition composed of an epc»(y resin 
component, an anhydride component, a polyol component, and a light-emitting 
phosphor material unHbrmJy distributed throughout the composition through partial 
ttiring of the oomposltron with ihe phospfior material suspended therein. 

5. To establish conceptton and reduction to practice, completion of the 
invention, at a date prior to November 17, 2000. a photocopy of pages 77-79 from my 
Laboratofy Notebook No. 2750. Wentifying Project No. LOO-SOL, are attached hereto as 
Exhibit A The dates appearing in the notebook pages have been redacted as have 
been names of any commercial suppliers of the materials set forth in those pages. 

6. The experimentauon as described in NB2750-78 of Exhibit A involved 
mixing an epoxy resin (RE0088, triglycidyl Isot^anurate), an anhydride component 
(HD3887, hexahydrophthallc anhydride), and a phosphor material (QUMK58). and 
increasing the viscosity of this mixture by adding a polyol (AC0118, glycerin) to initiate 
reaction of the composition and fbrni an intennediate while maintaining the phosphor 
material unifOnnly suspended therein by continued mixing. This Intennediate was 
thereafter B^ed through partial curing of the epoxy with the phosphor material 
substantially uniformly distributed through the composition. 
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7. Additional expervnentation as de^bdd in NB2750-79 of Exhibit A was 
conducted in a similar manner to form the partially cur^ epoxy composition with Oie 
phosphor matenai $utystantially uniformly distributed ther&h in the fbmi of B-^ged 
pellets. One of the pellets tfnjs fbnned was sawed in half horizontally and the filler 
content (the phosphor content) was measured in both halves. As set fdrth in Exhibit A, 
no significant drffi^wice in phosphor content between the halves was observed* with the 
top half recorded as having 1.48% fiH«^ and the bottom half recorded as having 1.50% 
filter. Accordingly, the phosphor material was substantially UTtfformly distributed 
throughout the oc^posrtion by partially curing the epoxf \^th the phosphor material 
substantially i^ifbrrDly suspended therein. 

8. Exhibit A therefore establishes that the invention as claimed was 
completed, i-e., conceived and reduced to practice, at a date fn-ior to November 17, 
2000, the filing da^ of Shaddock.
